MOSCOW, March 22 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Stalin today af- 
firmed his confidence in the 
United Nations Organization as 
an instrument for preserving 
peace and security in the world. 
He said he was convinced that 
neither nations nor their armies 
were seeking another war, 

The Soviet leader’s assertion 
came in a written réply to three 
questions put to him by the As- 
sociated Press March 19, His re- 


ply was dated March 22, 

The questions were given to. 
Stalin in English and his replies 
were in Russian 

The letter to Stalin oegan: 

“In view of the many questions 
being asked in various parts of 
the world and the anxiety being 
expressed over keeping the peace, 
may I respectfully address sev- 
eral questions to you?” 

“U.N.O. Instrument for a thea 

Question—“What mn pe; ance do 
you attach to the United Nations | 
Organization as a means of pre- 
serving world peace?” 

Stalin’s answer — “I attach 
great importance to the Unit- 
ed Nations Organization as it 
is a serious instrument for pres- 
ervation of peace and interna- 
tional security, The strength 
of this organization consists in 
the fact that it is based on the 
principle of equality of states 
and not on the principle of the 
dominatior of one state over 
others. 

“If the United Nations Organ- 
ization succeeds in preserving 
in the future this principle of 
equality it will unquestionably 
play a great positive role in 
guaranteeing universal peace 
and security.” 

Question—“What in your opin- 
fon is responsible for the current) 
fear of war felt by many peoples 
in many lands?” 

Answer—“l am convinced that 
neither nations nor their armies 
are secking another war, They 
desire peace and are endeavor- 
ing to secure peace. This means 
that ‘the current fear of war’ is 
not being caused by this side. 
I think that the ‘present fear of 
war’ is being brough* about by 
aetions of certain political 
groups engaged in the propa- 
ganda of a new war and by 
these means sowing seeds of 
discord and uncertainty.” 

Question—“What should the gov- 
ernments of the freedom loving | 
countries do at the present time| 
to preserve the peace and tran-. 
quillity of the world?’ 

Answer—“It is necessary for 
public opinion and the ruling 
circles of all states to organize 
a wide counter-propaganda 
against these advocates of a 
new war and to secure the peace 
so that not a single action on 
the part of advocates of new 
wars passes without due rebuff 
on the part of the public and 
press; to expose warmongers 
without loss of time and give 
them no opportunity of abusing 
freedom of speech against the 
interests of peace.” 


CONGRESSMEN HAIL 
STALIN STATEMENT 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP) 
—House Speaker Sam Rayburn 
(Dem.), Texas, said today that 
Premier Stalin’s newly-expressed 
views on war and peace consti- 
tuted “a powerful statement” and 
provided “an indication that Stalin 
is willing to work with the rest 
of the world for peace.” 

“Instead of being consumed by 
the fear of war and instead of 
talking about war, we should start 
talking about peace and that 
seems to be whzt Stalin believes 
we all should do Rayburn said.

‘Courtesy Call’ by Red 


Envoy, White House 
Says — Iran Opposes 
Delay in Hearing, 


WASHINGTON March 22 (AP) 
—Soviet Ambassador Andrei A. 
Gromyko called at the White 
House today, 24 hours after Presi- 
dent Truman asserted that the 
United States would press for im- 
mediate action by the United Na- 
tions Security Council on the 
Russian-Iranian dispute. 

Gromyko, who said yesterday 
hasty council action would only 
complicate the case, spent 5 min- 
utes with Truman. He later told 
reporters that a Soviet repre- 
sentative would be on hand at the 
opening of the council sessions 
next week despite a Russian re- 
quest for a postponement, 

Gromyko, asked by reporters 
whether his conversation with 
Truman dealt with the U.N.O., re- 
plied: “I don’t think so.” 

“Courtesy Call,” Ross Says. 

White House press’ secretary 
Charles G. Ross called Gromyko’s 
visit a “courtesy call,” the same 
term applied to a _ conference 
which Gromyko had _ yesterday 
with Secretary of State Byrnes. 
Ross said the Ambassador’s trip 
to the executive mansion was ar- 
ranged by Byrnes but did not con- 
cern the Iranian case. Gromyko’s 
name had not appeared on the list 
of White House callers handed to 
reporters earlier in the day. 

About the time Gromyko en- 
tered the White House, Byrnes 
disclosed at the State Department 
that he would represent the 
United States during the Security 
Council’s consideration of the 
Iranian case. The council meets in 
New York Monday (at 1:30 p.m. 
St. Louis time). 


In answer to a question as to 
what kind of role he would play 
at the session after making a 
welcoming address, Byrnes sent 
word to reporters that he would 
sit at the Council table only dur- 
ing the discussion of “the Iranian 
case.” 

Michael J. McDermott, depart- 
ment press officer who delivered 
Byrnes’s answer to reporters, em- 
phasized that Byrnes was not re- 
placing Edward R. Stettinius Jr., 
the permanent United: States rep- 
resentative on the Council. .

WASHINGTON, March 22 (UP) 
—The Senate War Investigating 
Committee bitterly attacked today 
the lend-lease settlement with 
Great Britain and charged that 


the entire program for disposal 
of surplus property overseas was 
a “confused muddle.” 

In a detailed indictment of al- 
most every phase of the overseas 
disposal program, the committee 
charged that Great Britain cir- 
cumscribed the United States 
State Department with “onerous” 
restrictions that helped beat down 
the price Britain paid for Ameri- 
can property in the United King- 
dom at the end of the war. 

Great Britain finally agreed to 
pay the United States $650,000,000 
for unconsumed lend-lease goods 
which cost the American govern- 
ment $6,033,164,850, based on 
lowest production costs. At the 
same time, the United States 
agreed to waive any claim on the 
16 billion dollar balance in favor 
of the United States on lend-lease 
goods already consumed, 

Surplus Problem Unsolved. 
The committee, headed by Sen- 
ator James M. Mead (Dem.), New 
York, told the Senate in a 38- 
page report that “basic prob- 
lems” of surplus disposal remain 
insolved, although $23,664,259,705 
worth of Army and Navy goods 
and installations are still overseas. 
About 11 billion worth are civilian- 
type goods. 

After weeks of hearings through- 
out the world, the committee 
found: 

1. The State Department failed 
to create favorabie conditions 
for the sale of surpluses and to 
resist effectively restrictions im- 
posed by foreign governments. 

2. The Office of War Mobiliza- 
tion and Reconversion gave only 
“slight attention” to the return 
of civilian-type surpluses. 

3. “Vacillation and indecision” 
by Army and Navy commanders 

kept many ships loaded with 
surplus materials idle in the Pa- 
cific after V-J day, resulting in 
“substantial loss in dollars, man- 
power and delay in surplus dis- 
posal.” The Army and Navy de- 
clared surpluses at a “snail’s 
pace.” 

4. “Ample authority has ex- 
isted in executive departments 
and agencies for the disposal of 
surplus property abroad ever 
since the enactment of the Sur- 
plus Property Act of 1944.” 

5. “Failure to retain full con-

Bredeck’s Argument. 

Much of the argument over 
jurisdiction of rat control efforts 
could have been avoided had mem- 
bers of Riehl’s subcommittee ac- 
cepted an invitation to visit the 
Health Division for a study of 
work thus far and an inspection 
of records of the work, which he 
extended, Dr. Bredeck said. Riehl 
replied that he had visited the 
division personally on several occa- 
sions, but Dr. Bredeck contended 
Riehl had made no effort to talk 
to Buxell or himself during the 
visits. 

Dr. Bredeck said that if an epi- 
demic of rat-carried disease broke 
out after a separate agency was 
set up, the whole problem would 
revert to the Health Division, and 
that a separation of rat control 
from normal public health activi- 
ties of his department was inad- 
visable on its face. Collection of 
rubbish and proper handling of 
garbage are key points in an ef- 
fective control program, he said, 
but past city administrations have 
not seen fit to provide funds for 
rubbish collection. 

Riehl demanded to know why 
appropriations for the purpose had 
not been introduced before the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, and Dr. Bredeck replied, 
“Frankly, it wasn’t popular. Buxell 
and I, separately and together, 
talked on several occasions to Di- 
rector of Public Welfare Henry S. 
Caulfield about rubbish collection 
and garbage - pail handling.” 
Pressed for Caulfield’s answer, Dr. 
Bredeck replied that the commit- 
tee could ask Caulfield to appear

St. Louis housewives will find 
their loaves of bread 10 per cent 
lighter in weight and slightly flat- 
ter im shape by Monday, Archie 
Milton, chairman of the St. Louis 
Bakers, said yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the St. Louis Food Distri- 


bution Committee in the Mark 
Twain Hotel. 

The St. Louis baking industry, 
Milton said, has worked out plans 
to conserve fats and flour and 
avoid spoilage. These two meas- 
ures, both suggested by President 
Truman's committee, are feasible 
here, but three other recommenda- 
tions are not and have not been 
adopted by St. Louis baking com- 
panies, he reported 

Al Lanz, representing cake bak- 
ers of St. Louis, said that the use 
of wheat milled by the new proc- 
ess retaining a greater percent- 
age of the outside covering of the 
wheat grain resulted in a need for 
less shortening and more eggs, im- 


proving the products in taste and 
nutritive value. The new flour 
thus has two advantages, he con- 
tinued, since shortening ingredi- 
ents are scarce and eggs plentiful.

Franks, executive secretary of the 
St. Louis Restaurant Association; 
Miss Dorothy Selsor, acting secre- 
tary of the St Louis Retailers’ 
Association; E. H. Sellmeyer a 
director of the St, Louis Fruit and 
Produce Association; Louis Fisher, 
manager of the St Louis Retail 
Bakers’ Association, and Victor H.

Challenges Hoover View, 
Renews Ration Plea— 
LaGuardia Nominated 
as UNRRA Head. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., March 
22 (AP)—Director General Her- 
bert Lehman today challenged the 
statements of Agriculture Secre- 
tary Anderson and Herbert Hoov- 
er that the world food crisis was 
a short term one. He again called 
for world-wide rationing of food 
in short supply. 

He quoted Anderson’s recent 
statement that the present emer- 
gency is a short-term one and that 
it would be impractical to resume 
rationing, and quoted former Pres- 
ident Hoover as having expressed 
the same view in Paris. 

He asserted that these views 
“do not recognize the full scale 
of the emergency facing the Unit- 
ed Nations.” The threat of mass 
starvation “may be even worse 
next winter,” he added. 

Lehman acknowledged that it 
might take time to restore ration- 
ing in this country, but said that, 
revertheless, it would save count- 
less thousands of lives which oth- 
erwise may be lost. He advocated 
also adoption of international 
standards of consumption. 

Drive for Rationing. 

Earlier today it was disclosed 
that a politically powerful array 
of national organizations was be- 
hind a drive to force the United 
States to ration cereals, fats and 
oils “which are desperately 
needed elsewhere.” 

A total of 21 organizations signed 
the statement — among them the 
National Grange, the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, the Community 
Service Committee of the CIO and 
the General Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs. 

In their statement, observers for 
the organizations—here at the in- 
vitation of the State Department 
for the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration 
Council meeting—declared Presi- 
dent Truman’s emergency famine 
program was “insufficient to cope 
with the immediate threat of 
widespread famine and inadequate 
to fulfill America’s moral obliga- 
tion and responsibilities as a world 
leader.” The statement added: 

“We therefore urge that the 
United States Government set 
aside at the source greater amounts 
of those goods required for over- 
seas relief, rationing at once in 
this country food such as cereals, 
fats and oils which are desperate- 
ly needed elsewhere.”

WASHINGTON, March 22—Three 
acknowledged affidavits of Paul 
de Coster, former comptroller of 
the Vardaman Shoe Co. dealing 
with its padded inventory, got into 
the record of a subcommittee 
hearing today through the back 
door when Senator Forrest C, 
Donnell (Rep.), Missouri, was 
permitted to quéstion De Coster 
about their accuracy, 

Appearing before the committee 
which is considering the nomina- 
tion of Commodore James K. Var- 
daman Jr., White House naval 
aide, to membership on the board 
of governors of the Federal Re- 
serve System, De Coster attempted 


to explain away the statements in 
his admitted’ affidavits by saying 
they weren’t true. 

Chairman George L. Radcliffe 
(Dem.), Maryland, has succeeded 
so far in withholding from the 
record these three affidavits which 
de Coster acknowledges are his, 
but Donnell, in his questions, read 
their significant portions, and later 
developed much of the material 
in a fourth affidavit the authen- 
ticity of which is disputed. 

Affidavit Quotes Letter, 

Donnell first took up De Coster’s 


Frank E. Willian.s, attorney for 
Frank O., Bittner Jr., who was an 
executive of the old Vardaman 
Shoe Co., today sent a telegram to 
Washington demanding the Rad- 
cliffe subcommittee subpena the 
attorney to testify at the hearing 
on the nomination of Commodore 
James K. Vardaman to the board 
of governors of the Federal Re- 
serve System. 

Williams’s telegram, addressed 
to Senator George L. Radcliffe 
(Dem.), Maryland, chairman of 
the subcommittee, stated: 

“Re Vardaman hearing—in view 
of press reports concerning 
charges made by Samuel Reyburn, 
with respect to all of which I 
have personal knowledge, in the 
interest of developing the _ real 
facts why do you not subpena 
me? I will accept service and ap- 
pear before your comuuittee at any 
time you may designate.” 

Reyburn, former superintendent 
of the Vardaman firm’s factory at 
Owensville, Mo., yesterday testi- 
fied that he had signed a “docu- 
ment” in the office of Williams 
on or about Jan. 30, 1942, after the 
attorney and Bittner had threat- 
ened and browbeaten him for two 
hours. The statement he signed 
asserted that Vardanm had told 
him, in discussing an inventory 
taken Nov. 30, 1941, it was “‘neces- 
sary for the company’s operations 
for 1941 to show a profit.” 

In describing the pressure to 
which he was subjected before 
signing this statement, Reyburn 


said, “Williams got so excited end

In a statement to the Post- 
Dispatch today, Williams emphati- 
cally denied Reyburn had been 
subjected to any duress, coercion 
or intimidation.

versation of yesterday.” 
| Then the affidavit continued: 
'“The reason for calling’ attention 
to the fact that the inventory was 
on an estimated basis was that [ 
had informed Mr. Vardaman over 
the phone that the company would 
'show a substantial loss, and he 
instructed me to use estimated 
figures.” 

“Ts that statement the truth?” 
Donnell asked. 

“It is not,” De Coster replied, 

“But you wrote it?”

The affidavit was not only 
signed by De Coster, as he ad- 
mitted, but was inscribed in his 
handwriting on letterhead of 
the Vardaman Shoe Co. 
| “Suggested,” He Says.

‘Bittner was making the discovery 
that the financial statement of the 
shoe company shown to him when 
he bought his stock from Varda- 
-man had been inflated by a pad- 
ded inventory. 

Second Affidavit. 

Donnell went on to another af- 
fidavit which De Coster admitted 
he had made on Jan. 29, 1942. This 
. began: 

“The following statement is my 
opinion based on a telephone con- 
versation with Mr. James HK. 
Vardaman Jr. on the morning of 
Jan. 27, 1942, in the course of 
which he was informed that the 
inventory situation looked black.” 

De Coster’s memory failed him 
and he was unable to suggest why 
he had told Vardaman that the 
inventory situation “looked black.” 

But the affidavit went on: 

“When asked what had been the 
reaction of Mr. Sam Reyburn the 
factory superintendent, at a meet- 
ing which Mr. Vardaman had re- 

quested I have with him the 
revioug evening, I informed Mr. 
ardaman that it was Reyburn’s 
‘Intention to produce copies of the 
-original inventories and hand in 
his resignation.” 
“Did you tell him that?” asked 


Donnell. 

“Frankly,” said De Coster, “I 
can't remember a thing that 
would cause Mr, Vardaman to in- 
quire about the reaction of Sam 
Reyburn.” 

This occurred at the time when, 
Bittner maintains, Vardaman and 
De Coster were seeking to find 
means of justifying the padded 
inventory so that it would be ac- 
ceptable to the company’s auditors. 

De Coster said he met Reyburn 
fn St. Louis the night before the 
telephone conversation with Var- 
daman, but that he couldn't re- 
member much of what was said 
except that the inventory was dis- 
cussed. 

“With all the hullabaloo going 
on, we didn't know what it was 
about,” he said. 

“The evening before Bittner and 
Kappel had questioned me about 
discrepancies in the inventory,

Thought It Would Help. 

Donnell asked him if Reyburn 
had told him he intended to pro- 
duce the copies of the original in- 
ventory and hand in his resigna- 
tion, De Coster said he did not 
recall that he did. Donnell then 
asked him why he put that state- 

ment in the affidavit. 

"De Coster fumbled and hesitated 
and said in a low voice that he 
thought it might have aided in 
the check of the inventory. 

He was asked by Donnel] If, as 
he had written, it was his opinion 
that Vardaman wanted Reyburn 
’ to take the blame for the inven- 
- tory. On the objection of Millikin 
that this was an opinion and not 
fact, Donnell withdrew the ques- 
tion. 

One of the affidavits contained 
the statement: “Prior to and after 
Dec. 31, ways and means were dis- 
cussed between Mr, Vardaman 
and myself to substantiate the 
. Inventory.” 

This led to a discourse on 6se- 
*mantics, with Donnell attaching 
one meaning to the word “sub- 
stantiate” and De Coster another. 

De Coster said he had used it 
“in the sense of finding out and 
verifying the accuracy” of the in- 
ventory. He had not used it, he 
‘paid, in the sense of “falsify.” 

Remembers the Date. 
When Donnell got around to the 
_ disputed affidavit, executed Jan. 
. 81, 1942, in the office of Frank E. 
Williams, attorney for Bittner, De 
Coster remembered that he had 
signed an affidavit there on that 
date. 

But when Donnell showed him 
what he now understands to be a 
photostatic copy of a carbon copy 
of the original affidavit, De Coster 
paid at first he “couldn't tell” 
whether it was a copy of what he 
signed.. Asked whether in sub- 
stance it set out the statements he 
had signed, he replied: “No, sir.”

De Coster’s explanation of how 
he happened to execute the affi- 
davit of Jan. 31, 1942, was sub- 
stantially that offered yesterday 
by Reyburn, when Reyburn was 
questioned about one he executed 
Jan. 80. Both said Bittner pre- 
vailed on them to sign, and they 
did so because they thought they 
might lose their jobs if they 
didn't. 


Termed Affidavits “All Wet.” 


Telling how he and Bittner went 
to Williams's office on Jan. 31, De 
Coster said he then told Bittner 
and Williams that these affidavits 
—referring to the three he had 
signed previously—were “all wet,” 
that they “shouldn’t have been 
signed.” 

But Bittner and Williams pre- 
vailed on him then to execute the 
fourth affidavit, De Coster said, 
and Williams agreed to act as at- 
torney for Bittner, Reyburn and 
De Coster. 

“I was assured,” De Coster sald, 
“that the affidavits would be de- 
stroyed after the settlement of a 
pending matter between Mr, Var- 
daman and Mr. Bittner concern- 
ing the sale of some stock by Mr. 
Vardaman to Mr. Bittner. 

“It was called to my attention 
that I needed my job, and had 
a wife and children to protect.” 
He described how the Jan. $1 
affidavit was prepared through a 
series of questions and answers, 
and said there was some argu- 
ment about the phraseology of 
some passages. Finally, he said, 
he signed it, but didn’t swear to 
it. 

Then Donnell, with the disputed 
affidavit before him, framed a 
series of questions, asking De Cos- 
ter if he remembered certain facts 
set o * there. 


De Coster remembered some of 
the incidents which had no par- 
ticular bearing on Vardaman’s 
relationship to the taking of the 
added inventory, but on all points 
hat had such bearing his mem- 
ory failed him. 

He recalled that Reyburn had 
delivered to him the inventory 
sheets foi Nov. 30, 1941, but did 
not remember that Vardaman was 
present. He did not remember 
whether Vardaman asked him for 
the “final figures” of the inven- 
tory. 

“Do fou recall that Vardaman 
turned to you and Reyburn and 
atated that the inventory would 
have to be changed to show a 
profit of $30,000?” Donnell asked. 


“That did not happen,” said De 
Coster. 

He did not remember whether 
Reyburn had taken the inventory 
sheets back to the Vardaman fac- 
tory at Owensville, Mo., but re- 
membered that about a week 
later he (De Coster) had gone 
to Owensville, with a representa- 
tive of the accounting firm, 
Enrst & Ernst. 


He didn’t remember that the 
auditors had raised any question 
about the accuracy of the inven- 
tory until Dec. 31, when he and 
Vardaman had a conference at the 
offce of Ernst and Ernst. 

De Coster did not recall] either, 
he said, that Vardaman had or- 
dered him to go to Owensville and 
discuss with Reyburn how the 
inventory could be supported as 
submitted. He remembered that 
he had gone to Owensville, but 
said it was not for the purpose 
of “priming” Reyburn, or discuss- 
ing with him possible plausible 
explanations of the inventory fig- 
ures.

Asked if he remembered a 
phone call to himself from Varda- 
man om De Coster while the latter 
two were in the office of Ernst & 
Ernst, Reyburn said “There never 
was one, That sounds like baby 
stuff.” 

He further stated he never was 
cautioned to be on his guard, and 
that he did not remember ever 
saying that he would turn over 
the inventory duplicates to the 
“authorities,” a word which Don- 
nell stressed. 

He did say, however, that he 
had mentioned resigning, and in 
explanation of this, said he was 
anxious to keep the factory oper- 
ating for the benefit of the em- 
ployes and that he felt he was not 
informed fully about the facts of 
the inventory and the solvency of 
the concern, 


He denied he had tampered with 
the inventory records, or made 
changes to show a larger inven- 
tory than actually existed. He 
was dismissed with the reserva- 
tion by Donnell that he might be 
recalled if needed. 


De Coster was recalled to the 
witness chair and Donnell pro- 
ceeded with questions based prin- 
cipally on the affidavit. Asked if 
at one meeting with Ernst & 
Ernst a member of that firm had 
not informed him the inventory 
was not acceptable, that it had 
been deliberately padded and that 
Vardaman had been informed he 
should have an investigation made 
and report to the board of direc- 
tors, De Coster replied that Erng? 
&Ernst had said the inventory 
was “all wet,” or words to that 
effect. 


Four More Bankers Heard. 


Three more St. Louis bankers 
who have known Vardaman for 
many years testified today he was 
not, in their opinion, qualified to 
serve as a member of the Federal 
Reserve System board of gover- 
nors, Another St, Louis banker, 
however, expressed the opinion 
Vardaman was well qualified for 
the position to which he had been 
nominated. 

The witnesses against Varda- 
man were Hord Hardin, executive 
vice president of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co.; James P. Hic- 
kok, president of the Manufactur- 
ers’ Bank & Trust Co. and of the 
Missouri Bankers’ Association, 
and Harvey Welch, a vice presi- 
dent of the First National Bank. 


Hardin’s Testimony. 

Hardin, who said his personal re- 
lations with Vardman had been 
pleasant, conceded that he had 
done a “good job” as manager of 
the St. Louis office of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, but 
sald that after he became presi- 
dent of the Tower Grove Bank & 
Trust Co. in 1938 there had been 
a “transformation in his person- 
ality. 


“He became egotistical, arrogant, 
critical of persons who were not 
subject to criticism,” Hardin said. 
“He told me he was going to re- 
organize the banking business in 
St. Louis. He was going to reorgan- 
ize the clearing house and the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank.” 

This conversation, Hardin said, 
took place when he and Varda- 
man were sharing a drawing room 
on a trip to White Sulphur 
Springs, Va. 

“I told him he was pretty much 
of a Johnny-come-lately in the 
business,” Hardin continued. “I 
suggested that as the recent presi- 
dent of one of the smaller banks 
it was in poor taste for him to be 
talking about reorganizing insti- 
tutions which had been getting 
along pretty well for a good many 
years,” 

Hardin said it was his definite 
opinion, based on cumulative im- 
pressions, that Vardaman lacked 
the balanced judgment a member 
of the Federal Reserve Board 
should possess. 

He added, in response to a 
question by eSnator Donnell that 
the Federal Reserve System was 
today the most powerful financial 
organization in the world through 
its powers to expand or contract 
credit and so influence trends 
toward inflation or deflation. 

Hickok Fond of Him, 

Hickok, who said he “never 
loved a guy more” than he had 
loved Vardaman during the 15 
years of their friendship added: 

“Frankness compels me to state 
that he is not qualified for a posi- 
tion on the board of governors of 
the Federal Reserve System. The 
appointment is not justified by 
his experience, record, or tempera- 
ment. He is a man of prejudices 
of violent likes and dislikes and 
these sometimes influence his 
judgment.” 

In the only two instances in 
which Vardaman has been head 
of an organization, Hickok added, 
he has “met with failure after a 
very short time.” 

He did not explain this refer- 
ence, but had in mind, he said 
later, that failure of the Varda- 
man Shoe Co. of St. Louis and 
Vardaman’s brief tenure as presi- 
dent of the Tower Grove Bank & 
Trust Co., which ended when he 
arrived at an insoluble conflict 
with members of the board of di- 
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said that at this time Vardaman 
had an “indefinite” attitude toward 
his job “which in some instances 
bordered on neglect.” 

He said he had always liked 
Vardaman personally, but he “has 
not had a sufficiently rounded 
business experience for the job.” 

At this point Vardaman asked 
the committee if he might have 
a witness testify, and John W. 
Minton of Belleville, Ill., president 
of the United Bank & Trust Co., 
in St. Louis, was asked to take 
the witness chair. 

He said he had known Varda- 
man since 1933, had been a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of 
the Vardaman Shoe Co. and had 
handled finances for the predeces- 
sor Collins-Morris Shoe Co. He 
testified that Vardaman had done 
“an outstanding job” !n adminis- 
tering the affairs of the shoe com- 
pany and that in his opinion he 
was well qualified to be on the 
Federal Reserve Board. 

Character Witness. 

Another character witness for 
Vardaman was Lewis L. Strauss, 
a banker and member of the firm 
of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., on terminal 
leave after five years of service 
in the Navy as a rear admiral, 

He said he had great respect 
for Vardaman’s “courage, vigor 
and powers of reasoning,” but ac- 
knowledged he had known him 
for less than a year and had had 
no business transactions with him, 


Previously, W. L. Hemingway, 
president of the Mercantile-Com- 
merce Bank & Trust Co. and 
former president of the American 
Bankers’ Association, had testified 
he considered Vardaman unquali- 
fied. Four other bankers, on the 
other hand, had unreservedly in- 
dorsed the nominee. 

Accountant Testifies, 


Minton was followed to the wit- 
ness chair by Robert A. Huelsick, 
resident partner of Ernest & 
Ernest, accountants and auditors 
for the Vardaman concern. 

Huelsick said that when the in- 
ventory sheets of the Vardaman 
firm were brought to his office 
with “apparent irregularities” 
about the. middle of December 
1941, “we called Vardaman and 
De Coster and gaid we thought 
they ought to be corrected. They 
took the sheets away and we got 
them back in January. We felt 
the irregularities were not cor- 
rected, and we decided we would 
not express an opinion on the bal- 
ance sheet.” 

Asked what the irregularities 
were Huelsick said that some of 
the quantities had been doubled 
and some of the pricing was out of 


line, being set higher than the 
market. He explained that the 
auditors were able to detect the 
irregularities because they had 
two men at the Owensville plant 
Nov, 29 when the inventory was 
begun and that these men made 
spot tests and kept their records 
for later comparison. 

Huelsick said that when the 
Vardaman inventory sheets were 
returned to Ernst & Ernst in 
January it was found that they 
had been padded to the extent of 
between $50,000 and $55,000. 

The proceedings took a wholly 
unexpected turn yesterday when 
it was established that signature 
on two of the six affidavits pre- 
sented to the committee by Bitt- 
ner were not authentic. 

These two affidavits were the 
major documents on which Sen- 
ator Donnell had relied for proof 
of the contention that Vardaman 
ordered the padding of a 1941 
inventory of the old Vardaman 
Shoe Co. The signatures pur- 
ported to be those of Reyburn and 
De Coster. 

Reyburn and De Coster de- 
nounced the signatures as for- 
geries. The testimony of Alwyn 
Cole, examiner of questioned docu- 
ments for the Treasury Depart- 
ment, supported their assertions 
that they had not signed these two 
documents, 

Cole said further that the two 
affidavits, of which the committee 
had only photostatic duplicates, 
were carbon copies, not the orig- 
inal “ribbon copies.” He gave it 
as his opinion that the same hand 
had written, on these documents, 
the signatures of Martha Harris, 
the notary public who attested the 
affidavits, and the signatures of 
both Reyburn and De Coster. 

There had been, Cole testified, 
no attempt to simulate the real 
signatures of de Coster and Rey- 
burn, but their names had been 
written in the natural hand of 
whoever inscribed the signature 
“Martha Harris.” 


Miss Harris formerly was a sec- 
retary for Williams, counsel] 
for Bittner, who obtained the 
origina] affidavits. The origi- 
nals, the committee has been in- 
formed, were burned in the toilet 
room of Williams’ office, in the 
presence of Vardaman and Wil- 
liams, after Vardaman had given 
Bittner a mortgage on his S&t. 
Louis county farm. This arrange- 
ment settled a claim Bittner had 
advanced against Vardaman, based 
on Bittner’s purchase from Varda- 
man of 9375 shares of the shoe 
company’s stock, a month before 
the firm entered bankruptcy in 
February 1942. 

Bittner had presented the photo- 
stats of the carbon copies to the 
committee as photostats of the 
original documents, which, he said, 
bore the signatures of Rey urn 
and De Coster. 

It was not until after the au- 
thenticity of the signatures on the 
documents before the committee 
had been disproved that Bittner 
revealed he had given the com- 
mittee photostats of carbon copies, 
not of original instruments. 

“If I didn’t testify that way I 
meant to,” he told the Post- 
Dispatch.” Reyburn and De Cos- 
ter did sign the originals. Who 
signed the carbon copies I don’t 


know.” 
Carbon copies of original docu- 


ments, signed not by the princi- 
pals but by a stenographer or 
clerk, are commonly preserved in 
business and legal transactions for 
record purposes. They have the 
technical designation of “con- 
formed copies.” Usually, On con- 
formed copies, the signatures writ- 
ten not by the principals but by 
a clerk or stenographer are pre- 
ceded by the word “signed” in 
parentheses, That is the case in 
the disputed documents before the 
committee, 


Conformed copies, properly iden- 
tified as such, are admissible 
under certain conditions as evi- 
dence, and when supported by tes- 
timony, ‘have probative value. The 
committee, however, in view of the 
representations made to it in this 
instance when the disputed doc- 
uments were presented to it, is 
not likely to give much weight to 
the statements set out in them 
evn if later testimony should es- 
tablish them as “conform ed 
copies.” 

Reyburn testified he had signed 
a “document” on'‘or about Jan. 30, 
1942, in the office of Williams, but 
said he had done so only after he 
had been threatened and brow- 
beaten by Bittner and Williams 
for two hours. 

“It would burn a man up, the 
pressure they put on me,” said 
Reyburn. 

He said he had not read the 
document before signing it, but 
knew from his conversation with 
Williams and Bittner that it con- 
tained statements which were not 
true. 

“Did they threaten you with loss 
of your job?” Reyburn was asked. 

“It was about the same thing,” 
he replied. “Mr. Bittner told me 
that if we were going to work to- 
gethe. we would have to work 
with each other.”

Dismissal of the suit of the 
trustee in bankruptcy for the Var- 
daman Shoe Co. against a bond- 
ing company, on James K. Varda- 
man’s bond, was a condition for 
obtaining Vardaman’s release in| 
settlement of a breach of contract 
suit by Frank O. Bittner against 
the American Exchange National 
Bank, it was asserted today in a 
statement by Jesse E. Bishop, 
attorney for the bank, 


Bishop’s statement was given to! 
reporters by United States District | 
Judge George H. Moore, who said 
it was offered by the attorney 
after the latter had read accounts 
of Bittner’s testimony at Wash- 
ington. 


Bittner, key witness at the Sen- 
ate subcommittee hearing on Var- 
daman’s nomination to the board 
of governors of the Federal Re- 
serve System, testified that a suit 
in the St. Louis circuit court, filed 
by William R. Gentry as trustee 
of the Vardaman Shoe Co. against 
a bonding firm, was dismissed be- 
cause Judge Moore wanted it 
dropped; and that the judge's 
reason was that he was a close 
friend of Vardaman. The state- 
ment by Bishop follows: 

“Along in May 1941, James K. 
Vardaman entered into some ne- 
gotiations with the directors of 
the American Exchange National 
Bank to purchase 3000 shares of 
stock in the bank. That deal was 


the deal because they claimed 
that certain matters that were to 
be carried out by Mr. Vardaman 
were not carried out. 

“In June of 1942 Frank Bittner 
sued the American Exchange Na-

MONTREAL, March 22 (AP)— 
Igor Gouzenko, former. cipher 
clerk in the Russian embassy at 
Ottawa, testified today that Fred 
Rose, Communist member of Par- 
liament, and Sam Carr, national 
organizer for the Labor-Progres- 
party, were “recruiting 
in a Soviet organizatiop 
of agents in Canada. 

Gouzenko testified in the pre- 
liminary hearing of Rose, who is 


accused of relaying secret scien- 
tific data to Soviet agents. Rose, 
first Communist elected to the 
Canadian Parliament, joined the 
Labor-Progressive party after the 
Communist party was outlawed in 
wartime, 

Gouzenko said that some mem- 
hers of the Soviet security police, 
the N.K.V.D., are operating in Can- 
ada. 

Gouzenko was asked by Prose- 
cutor F. Philippe Brais if some of 
the police were in the Russian 
embassy at Ottawa, and he re- 
plied: “I understand yes.” 

Gouzenko testified that the 
Communist party in Canada was 
used as a part of the Moscow- 
directed spy network, He said the 
Canadian-Soviet friendship or- 
ganizations were used as “a screen 
for the purpose of preparing for 
future events which coyld be the 
grounds for war.” 

Russia, Gouzenko said, was pur- 
suing a “two-face policy” in which 
the friendship organizations “had 
nothing to do with creating 
friendly relations with Canada.” 

Guarded in Court. 

Gouzecnko, who turned over to 
the Canadian government the 
principal documents on which the 
current spy inquiry is based, was 
making his first appearance since 
placing himself under police 
guard last fall. 

He has told authorities he feared 
for his life. Plainclothesmen 
ranged themselves behind him 
throughout the two hours of his 
testimony. The public was barred 
except for reporters. 

After testifying about his work 
in the Soviet Embassy from the 
summer of 1943 to last Sept. 5 in 
coding and decoding secret mes- 
sages and documents sent to Mos- 
cow by Col. Nicolai Zabotin, So- 
viet military attache since recalled 
to Moscow, Gouzenko declared: 

“All documents I have read and 
seen have satisfied me that Rus- 
sia created these friendship agen- 
cies as a screen for the purpose 
of preparing for future events 
which could be grounds for war.”

ALDERMEN PASS 


DAYTIME PARKING 
BAR ON LOCUST 


Restriction Effective 


From Fourth to Twelfth 
Streets When Mayor 
Signs Bill. | 


The bill prohibiting daytime 
parking on Locust street between 
Fourth street and Twelfth boule- 
vard was passed unanimously to-

Companion Bill Pending. ' 


Two companion bills are pend- 
ing in the board. One would ea- 
tablish Pine street as a one-way 
traffic artery for westbound traf- 
fic at all times; the other, as 
drawn, would make Chestnut 
street-Lawton boulevard one-way 
for eastbound traffic at all times. 
The latter, however, is expected 
to be amended by the aldermanic 
Traffic Committee Monday to al- 
low traffic to be reversed in the 
evening rush hours.

Justice Robert H. Jackson, chief 
United States prosecutor, inter- 
vened angrily at one point to 
choke off Goering’s praise of Adolf 
Hitler with the warning that the 
trial might drag on into August. 

The scowling former reichsmar- 
shal returned to the prisoners’ 
dock at 10:57 a.m. after eight days 
on the witness stand in his own 
defense. 

While Goering was on the stand, 
Jackson interrupted in a rasping 
voice when the defendant again 
attempted to review “my relations 
with the Fuehrer,” asserting: 
“This subject has been exhausted 
—the matter of time is grave.” 

On the basis of scores of wit- 
nesses already granted the remain- 
ing 20 defendants in the dock, 
Jackson said it appeared probable 
the trial would extend into August. 

Shouts His Denial. 

A bitter scene developed as Gen. 
R. A. Rudenko, chief Soviet prose- 
cutor, concluded his interrogation 
demanding to know if Goering 
would admit he “was the second 
man in the murder of millions of 
innocent people.” 

_ “No,” shouted Goertng, “because 
I didn’t know about them or cause 
them. Millions of Germans did not 
‘know about them either.” 

| Almost snarling, Goering ex- 
|Pplained that he collaborated in all 
ithe Hitlerite policies because: 

| “T had to set an example of 
allegiance for the simple soldier. 
That sort of allegiance to a su- 
'preme leader occurs elsewhetfe and 
I don’t think I need be any clear- 
er as to what I mean.” 

| Goering obviously was vexed 
'when Gen. Rudenko developed 
_testimony refuting the alibi that 
Polish outrages against German 
citizens of Bromberg, Poland, 
prompted the invasion of Poland, 
by showing that the “bloody Sun- 
day” clashes occurred in the town 
three days after Poland was at- 
tacked, 

“T made a mistake about the 
date,” Goering conceded. 

(The United Press said Goering 
denied he believed in the master 
race theory, even if Hitler did 
preach it. He said he believed 
only that “there is an underlined 
difference between races.”) 

Strikes Back at Russians. 

When questioned by Rudenko 
on the importation of “slave la- 
bor” to Germany, Goering said 
“that was not slavery. They were 
sent to Germany to work.” He 
quickly added the charge that 
“1,680,000 Poles and Ukrainians 
were taken east by the Soviet Un- 
ion.” 

Rudenko replied: “I don’t think 
you should touch on the question 
of Soviet actions.” 

Confronted with Heinrich Himm- 
ler’s speech to §.S. (Elite Guard) 
leaders setting forth a program 
to exterminate 30,000,000 Slavs to 
make room for a greater Reich, 
Goering remarked that if Himm- 
ler had ever tried to give that 
ofder the “Fuehrer would have re- 
jected it as impossible.” 

Rudenko insisted! that Goering, 
as one of Germany’s highest offi- 
cers, must have been aware of a 
Nazi order for shooting Soviet 
prisoners, but the defendant an- 
swered: 

“I beg to apologize if I contra- 
dict you. The higher the office I 
held the less I had to do jwith or- 
ders for prisoners of war.”

Less Bread at Same Price 
if Customer Agrees — 
Move Against Meat 
Black Market. 


. 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP) 
— Restaurants and hotels can 
gerve less bread and salad dress- 
ing than usual without trimming 
prices—if customers raise no ob- 


jections. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion authorized this today to help 
put into effect recommendations 
of the President’s Famine Emer- 


gency Committee that Americans 
cut down on these products so that 
more wheat and edible oils can 
be sent abroad. 

Meanwhile, the Office of Eco- 
nomic Stabilization, tn an attempt 
to check what one official termed 
“a pretty serious black market in 
meat,” ordered subsidy payments 
automatically reduced or in some 
cases forfeited when packers pay 
above-ceiling prices for cattle. 

OPA said eating places, includ- 
ing railroad dining cars, could re- 
duce portions of wheat and oil 
products so long as they display 
a notice that this is being done, 
and provided they offer “to sup- 
ply the normal portion to any 
customer who specifically re- 
quests it.” 

The move last night against 
meat black markets was 
prompted, an OPA official said, 
“by the difficulties many packers 
have been encountering in trying 
to buy cattle at legal prices.” 

He said the new subsidy with- 
holding program could not wipe 
out black markets, but “it will 
help.” Restoration of some war- 
time slaughtering controls will be 
ordered, the official added, if this 
is necessary to check illegal 
sales. 

Heretofore a slaughterer’s en- 
tire subsidy could be withdrawn 
if the courts found a firm in vio- 
lation of ceiling regulations. Un- 
der the new program, the subsidy 
will be cut automatically — the 
amount depending upon the de- 
gree of violation—when purchases 
above ceilings are discovered. It 
will be eliminated if a packer pays 
more than 2 per cent over what 
he should, 

Earlier this week OPA began 
investigations in Kansas City and 
Chicago of reports that Midwest- 
ern packing houses were being 
outbid for cattle by eastern firms 
willing to pay above ceiling 
prices. 

Wesley Hardenbergh, president 
of the American Meat Institute, 
appearing before the House Bank- 
ing Committee today said the meat 
industry and consumers would be 
better off without price controls. 

“We do not oppose price con- 
trol as such,” he testified, “but un- 
der existing conditions price con- 
trol on livestock and meats is un- 
workable.”

Plan Would Provide Care 
for 40 Millions, Bar 
Doctors From Selling 
Their Practices. 


LONDON, March 22 (AP)— 
Britain’s broad national health 
program, proposing Government-fi- 
nanced medical and dental care 
for 40,000,000 persons in England 
and Wales, is expected to be 
strongly opposed by Conservatives 
and by the British Medical Asso- 
ciation.

One of the terms which is ex- 
pected to arouse fierce opposition 
from the Medical Association is 
a proposed bar on the long-estab- 
lished custom of doctors buying 
and selling practices, The bill 
proposes an appropriation of 
$264,000,000 to buy up the prac- 
tices—an average of about $6000 
for each British and Welsh physi- 
cian. 

Doctors who work in _ public 
health centers would be paid a 
salary plus a small fee for each 
patient. Others could practice 
part time in the centers and carry 
on a private practice for persons 
who elect to stay outside the pub- 
lic health plan. 

The cost of the program would 
be shared by the national and lo- 
cal governments. Local govern- 
ments would pay $24,000,000 and 
the national government the re- 
mainder, of which $128,000,000 
would come from part of working 
people’s contributions to the na- 
tional social security fund. 

Under the present national in- 
surance scheme, most employes 
pay one shilling eight pence 
(about 32 cents) weekly, of which 
approximately one-half goes to 
health insurance and the remain- 
der to the unemployment fund. 

The new over-all social security 
scheme, including funeral pen- 
sion benefits as well as the new 
health plan, ultimately will re- 
quire contributions of four shil- 
lings seven pence (about 92 cents), 
but whether the amount allotted 
under the present health scheme 
will be maintained in the over-all 
plan has not been announced. 


CONGRESS COMPLETES ACTION 
ON VETERANS’ APPROPRIATION 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP) 
-—-Congress completed action yes- 
terday on a $5,094,976,677 appropri- 
ation bill, nearly all of it for the 
Veterans’ Administration in the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. The 
final action was Senate adoption 
of a Senate-House committee re- 
port. 

The House had adopted the re- 
port after an argument over what 
Republicans contended was a $5,- 
000,000 blank check authority for 
the President. The Republicans lost 
Southern Democratic support in 
this quarrel] after Representative 
Hendricks (Dem.), Florida, an- 
nounced he had received White 
House assurance that none of the 
President’s special fund would be 
spent for the Fair Employment 
Practices Committee. 

The Veterans’ Administration 
gets $2,148,000,000 for benefit pay- 
ments under the G.I. Bill of Rights 
and $1,900,000,000 for pensions to 
war veterans and their dependents. 


EX-BANKER SENT 
TO JAIL AFTER 5 
MONTHS OF HIDING 


Lynn G. Kroenung, who eluded 
deputy marshals for five months 
when they tried to arrest him for 
probation violation, was sentenced 
to six months in jail yesterday 
and his probation was revoked by 
United States District Judge Rich- 
ard M, Duncan. 

Kroenung former assistant cash- 
ier of the Clayton National Bank, 
pleaded guilty May 15, 1944, of 
embezzlement of $85 of the bank’s 
funds and was placed on proba- 
tion for two years. His arrest 


was ordered last October because 
he failed to report to probation 


officers after April 1945. 

He was finally taken into cus- 
tody last Feb 21 at his home, 
1525 Purdue avenue, Wellston, 
through the persistence of Deputy 
Marshal Les Davison, who made 
five separate trips to the resi- 
dence in five hours. When Davi- 
son returned the fifth time at 11 
o'clock at night and still could 
find no sign of activity in the 
house, he decided to wait it out. 

“About 1 o'clock in the morning 
I saw a light go on in the bed- 
room, Davison related. “I peeked 
under the lowered blinds and saw 
Kroenung sitting on the side of 
the bed smoking a cigarette. I 
knocked on the door and called 
his name.

LOCUST AT SIXTH 


COURT INSPECTS 
PETIOT'S HOUSE 
IN MURDER TRIA 


Police Use Barricades to 
Bar Mob From Rue le 
Sueur, Where Remains 


Were Found. 


PARIS, March 22 (AP)—Squads 
of police using wooden barriers 
held off a huge mob from the 
Rue le Sueur today as the court 
trying Dr. Marcel Petiot on 
charges of murdering 27 persons 
visited his forbidding, run-down 
mansion in the fashionable Bois 
de Boulogne area. 

Magistrates, jurors and_  wit- 
nesses left the Palace of Justice 
in a long convoy of motor cars to 
continue testimony on the scene 
after hearing a police official de- 
scribe the human remains he had 
found in the doctor's home two 
years ago. 

Petiot bases his defense on as- 
sertions that he was a scourge of 
collaborators. 

The magistrates, dressed in red 
robes, were followed by the hand- 
cuffed Petiot, attorneys and court 
attendants. ‘They arrived in a 
drizzling rain. 

They examined the small tri- 
angular room where, the prosecu- 
tion charged, Petiot watched the 
death agonies of his victims. 
Petiot denied this, saying the 
room was an unfinished X-ray 
chamber. 

The court also inspected the ga- 
rage which had a deep pit in it. 
A police reporter said the pit had 
been discovered full of quicklime 
and human remain. 

Two Paris policemen, Chief 
Inspector Louis’ Poirier and 
Lucien Pineau, chief of the homi- 
cide squad, testified yesterday 
they could find no evidence to 
support Petiot’s assertion that he 
belonged to a resistance group 
which “executed” traitors’ to 
France. The state has accused 
the physician of murdering per- 
sons who gave him money to help 
them escape from Nazi-occupied 
France. 

Dr. Petiot’s house at 22 Rue le 
Sueur was to be inspected by the 
judge and jury today. 

Today was the publication date 
of a book by Petiot, in which 
heaven is a place of “idiots in- 
capable of committing the slight- 
est sin.” 

It is a book on gambling called 
“Le Hasard Vaincu” (“Beating the 
Odds”) with a strange philosophic 
introduction and epilogue, pub- 
lished in a facsimile of his own 
manuscript written in prison and 
completely done by hand, 

In the introduction, entitled 
“Chance Does Not Exist,” Petiot 
says “there are only probabilities” 
and some day these will be re- 
placed by certainties. Then, he 
says, “one will be able to foresee 
the exact second of one’s own 
death,”

ties in with the larger problem 
of slum clearance, he said. 

Witnesses who spoke in favor 
of the Riehl bills included William 
O. Buettner of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
secretary of the National Pest 
Control Association. The organfza- 
tion is composed of operators of 
exterminating companies, he said, 
and has a number of members in 
the St. Louis area, Buettner advo- 
cated a thorough study of the 
problem, followed by a strong san- 
itation and extermination program, 
removal of rubbish, rat-proofing 
or rat stoppage of buildings, and 
education. 

The rat control problem is 
nation-wide rather than confined 
to the St. Louis area, Buettner 
said. In this area there is little 
danger of rat-borne outbreaks of 
disease, he continued, a statement 
which was later contradicted by 
Buxell and Maj. R. W. Hart of the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice. Maj. Hart said that in addi- 
tion to the possibility of plague 
and typhus fever being carried by 
rats here, the rodents had also 
been found to carry such diseases 
as certain types of food poisoning 
and poliomyelitis. It has not been 
shown that they cain transmit the 
latter, he said.

TO DISCUSS RIVER CONTROL 


—Inter-Agency 


To Avoid Debate on Army Engineers’ Plan 


Group’s Session 


Tomorrow.

A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 22— 
The first of two consecutive meet- 
ings concerned with control and 
development of the water re- 
sources of the Missouri valley 
opened here today, with prepara- 
tions carefully made to avoid, if 
pussible, debate over the highly 
controversial plans of the Army 


engineers for tall dams,’ great 
reservoirs and extensive levees in 
this state. 

Today’s meeting is of the Mis- 
souri River States Committee, 
composed of the governors of the 
10 states in the stream’s basin. 
Tomorrow there will be held at 
the Capitol the first meeting in 
this state of the Missouri Basin 
Inter-Agency Committee. This is 
the official but voluntary co-ordi- 
nating body for the Pick-Sloan 
plan of river work in various in- 
dependent federal agencies. 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly of Mis- 
souri, one of the four basin gov- 
ernors narued by the states com- 
mittee to sit on the Inter-Agency 
Committee, is the only one of the 
10 who has remained silent as to 
his attitude towards the basic 
issue of whether the work should 
bs done under the Pick-Sloan 
plan, now just starting to operate, 
or under the rival proposal] for a 
comprehensive Missouri Valley 
Authority. 

No Policy Recommendation. 

It is understood on good author- 
ity that Gov. Donnelly has no in- 
tention of making a policy recom- 
mendation at this time. Further- 
more, the arrangements plainly 
show that no conclusive state- 
ment will be made as to the stand 
of the Missouri state administra- 
tion on the Pick-Sloan projects. 
Ho vever, it was learned that the 
Inter-Agency Committee will be 
given a definite, even if carefully 
worded, caution that it may ex- 
pect to have Missouri call for 
justification of each project ad- 
vanced and a showing that there 
is no more satisfactory alterna- 
tive method. This is expected to 
be coupled with a reminder that 
the broad alternative of MVA still 
remains. 

It had been expected that the 
Inter-Agency Committee . might 
hear from representatives of the 
State Resources and Development 
Commission something of the 
controversial complaints agatnst 
the Army’s Missouri plans, espe- 
cially the plans for the Osceola 
Dam and two other dams in the 
Osage basin and for dams in the 
Grand river basin in northern 
Missouri. However, no arrange- 
ment has been announced for 
hearing this agency, which is des- 
ignated by state law to deal with 
the Army on the river work. 

The Army’s announcement of 
the agenda said that State Geolo- 
gist Edward L. Clark would dis- 
cuss “control and development of 
water resources of Missouri from 
the standpoint of the state admin- 
istration.” However, Clark, dis 
claiming that he speaks for the 
administration, will limit his talk 
largely to Missouri's geography 
and geology. 

Trenton Delegation. 

A delegation from Trenton, Mo., 
and vicinity, where there is sharp 
resentment against a dam and 
reservoir plan that would isolate 
Trenton to a great extent and 
inundate Pattonsburg, will be 
present, but has no hopes of being 
heard by the Inter-Agency Com- 
mittee. That group decided last 
month, at the instance of its 
chairman, Maj. Gen. Lewis A. 
Pick, Army division engineer in 
charge of the Army phase of 
Pick-Sloan, that it would not have 
time or occasion to conduct hear- 
ings on the merits of projects. 
Instead it desires to confine it- 
self to co-ordination of plans of 
the various agencies. 

The first dam and - reservoir 
project the Army has proposed 
to start in Missouri is Osceola, but, 
Congress, noting the strenuous 
complaints against it, has refused 
so far to appropriate funds. for 
it. Last month the State Re- 
sources and Development Com- 


was made public by Gov. Don- 
nelly, taking a critical attitude 
towards Osceola and the two kin- 
dred dams in the Osage basin and 
recommending that they be de- 
ferred, 

One point asserted in the report 
was that the Osage projects would 
retire 274,750 acres of land from 
use while they would give com- 
plete flood protection to only 
47,000 acres in the Osage basin 
and partial protection to 148,700 
acres along the Missouri river, 


of South Dakota is chairman, had 
not met for some 
Sharpe announced that the pur- 
pose today was to “consider any- 
thing appropriate to - Missouri 
river development,” and to “for- 
mulate plans for future activities 
deemed necessary.” Gen. Pick was 
expected to outline the status of 
Pick-Sloan work to the governors. 

Late yesterday Gen. Pick turned 
the first spadeful of earth for a 
two-mile flood wall at Kansas 
City to protect the valuable low- 


lying industrial district. This is 
the first job started under the 
Pick-Sloan program, ultimate cost 
of which was estimated by the 
general at $1,500,000,000. In a short 
speech he said that for the first 
time there was operating “a uni- 
fied and co-ordinated plan for full 
utilization of the basin water re- 
sources.” ' 

The plan, he said, had its roots 
in “mutual - co-operation and team- 
work throughout the valley.” Pic- 
turing the expected result, he 
added: “Destructive floods will be 
stopped. Millions of acres of new 
land will be made _ productive 
through irrigation. Hydro-electric 
power will be developed and soil 
conservation practices stimu- 
lated.”

LaGuardia Nominated. 

Fiorello LaGuardia, former New 

Rg York mayor, was nominated yes- 
terday by the central committee, 
which directs UNRRA policy, to 
succeed Lehman, who is retiring. 

No vote will be taken on La- 
Guardia’s name until the end of 
the UNRRA meeting, now sched- 
uled for late next week, but nomi- 
nation by the central committee 
is considered tantamount to elec- 
tion. 

Turkey Admitted; Albania Barred. 

UNRRA admitted Tugkey to its 
organization today, but denied 
membership to Albania. The vote 
against Albania was 23 to 6 A 
roll call tally was demanded by 
Russia, Turkey’s acceptance came 
on a show of hands after little 
discussion, with Yugoslavia re- 
serving the right to discuss the 
issue later. 

The attempt to obtain Albania’s 
admission was led by Yugoslavia 
with support from Russian Dele- 
gate Nikolai Feonov. 

Assistant Secretary of State Will 
Clayton said the United States 
was opposed on the grounds that 
Albania had refused thus far to 
recognize the validity of past 
United States-Albanian treaties. 

Both Albania’s rejection and 
Turkey’s admission are subject to 
another formal vote later by the 
Council. Preceding the vote the 
central committee had enlarged 
its membership from six to nine 
by adding Yugoslavia, Brazil and 
Australia. 

The United Kingdom indorsed 

8 before the council the American 
hope that Russia would see fit to 
join the major powers in their 
hunt for additional food supplies. 

The United States recently of- 
fered nine cargo ships to carry 
the grain to France, where it is in 
short supply, following the an- 
nouncement by Maurice Thorez, 
French Communist leader, that 
Russia had agreed to sell France 
500,000 tons of wheat and barley 
if transportation could be pro- 
vided.

3. Secretary of War Patterson, 
who asked both the House and 
Senate committees to recom- 
mend a one-year extension. 

4. General of the Army Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, who told the 
House group that the world sit- 
uation is such that the draft 
should be extended, not for a 
year but indefinitely. Eisen- 
hower was quoted as telling the 
Senators that “the military se- 
curity of the nation in future 
wars” requires among other 
things “an outlying base system, 
built around modern land-based 
air power, backed by necessary 
ground and service forces.” 

5. Gen, Carl Spaatz, chief of 
the Army Air Force, who was 
said to have warned the Senate 
group that “the possibilities of 
atomic warfare further accentu- 
ate the need for the mainte 
nance of adequate air forces in 
being.”

Army Air Board Reports on 
Accident That Cost 
26 Lives. 


TRUCKEE, Calif.. March 22 
{UP)—The crash of a C-47 Army 
transport with loss of 26 lives was 
caused by vibration from a 
broken propeller an on-the-scene 


Army board of inquiry decided 
yesterday. 

Lt. Col. Harry Willard, opera- 
tions officer at the Stockton Army 
airbase, where the plane took off 
for Denver, Tuesday morning, 
said the twisted aluminum wreck- 
age indicated “tremendous” vibra- 
tion, set up when the propeller 
broke or split, sheared off one of 
the wings. 

During thei! eight seconds re- 
quired to feather an engine, Wil- 
lard said, then vibration caused 
the right wing to tear off. 

Impact of the wing against the 
fuselage resulted in the loud “ex- 
plosion” reported by witnesses 
and caused about 20 feet of the 
tail section to snap off, Willard 
said, Pieces falling earthward gave 
rise to witnesses’ accounts of “dis- 
integration,” he added. 

Among the victims of the crash 
were Lt. Comdr. Lloyd Stickney 
Stark of Louisiana, Mo., son of 
former Gov. Lloyd C. Stark, and 
Pvt. Willie B. Wilson of St. Louis.

6. His watchword for the 
United States is: “Dread Nought 
America.” 

7. Britain is unconquerable 
“but we may have much to en- 
dure.” 

Asked how he had enjoyed his 
eight weeks vacation in the Unit- 
ed States, Churchill said with the 
fargous twinkle in his eye: “I 
have enjoyed it very much. I came 
here for a rest cure and now I am 
going home to have a rest after 
the rest cure.” 

Farewell From Baruch. 

The only persons to accompany 
Churchill aboard the Queen Mary 
still under wartime restrictions as 
to leave takings—were Bernard 
Baruch and Col, Frank Clark, his 
Florida host.

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Austria Again 
Pawn in Fight 
By Big Powers 


Another Test Case 
for Allies, Fierce- 
ly at Odds Over 
Its Future.

VIENNA. 

USTRIA, once called’ the 
A pope, is again the unhappy 

object of great power rivalry. 
Between two wars, this country 
was one of the three cornered in 
the dog fight between Germany, 
Italy and the West. Germany 
won, partly through the conniv- 
ance of many Austrians. There- 
fore, Austria became a party to 
Hitler’s criminal assault of 
Europe. 

The Allies had every right to 
treat Austria as an enemy state. 
Wishing to undo the anschluss, 
Allied representatives at Moscow, 
back in November 1943, decided 
to consider Austria as a liberated, 
rather than hostile country. With- 
out begng an ally, Austria was 
permitted to work its way back 
into the comity of decent nations. 

Although liberated Austria 
escaped retribution for its own 
part in Germany’s misdeeds, it 
soon found itself once more the 
victim of big power disunity. 
Here, as in most other localities 
where they were supposed to co- 
operate, the western powers and 
the Soviets are fiercely at odds. 

Soviet Strong-Arm Tactics. 

Austria is occupied by four pow- 
ers and its government is steered 
by an Allied commission of gen- 
erals, assisted by diplomatic rep- 
resentatives. Vienna, its capital, 
though deep in the Soviet zone, is, 
as Berlin, divided among the Al- 
lies. To four national zones there 
is added a fifth or international 
area, Thereby Austria has become 
one more test case of the Allies’ 
ability to co-operate. 

Unhappily, to co-operate the Al- 
lies must first find a common 
principle. In Austria, more than 
in Germany, Allied co-operation is 
one long series of fundamental 
disagreements and occasional 
stormy scenes. Here, as every- 
where, Soviet strong-arm tactics 
are not making matters easier. 

As a result of Allied disharmony 
6,000,000 Austrians feel themselves 
threatened in their bellies for their 
national existence. Having for 25 
years lived as sort of a kept state 
wherever big powers bickered and 
fought, the liberated Austrians to- 
| day want nothing so much as 
| peace and independence. They do 
'not wish to be a part of any 
-power’s area of paramountcy. 


|They have taken for themselves 


the old Bavarian motto, “Wir welle 
bleiven wat mir sin.” (We want to 
stay what we are.) The United 
States and Britain ask nothing 
better. It seems this is what one 
or two great powers hope to pre- 
vent.

Certain French officers toy with 
the idea of uniting the Austrians, 
with the separated south Germans, 
into a single Catholic state.

Communist, but Soviet-dominated. 


| Austria has therefore become 
the touchstone where, in a cyni- 
cal power world created by the 
Big Three, little people like the 
Austrians can mind their own 
business and remain free.

We GIs may not have made too 
many friends in Europe, but among the 
children of Europe we are “tops,” These 
children are starting life with the cards 
strictly stacked against them, In the 
economic, political and moral break- 
down and confusion that characterizes 
their environment, what is there for 
them to believe in? We can give them 
something tangible to remember; that 
in America men can still be generous, 
men can still have some regard for 
their fellow men. 

A lot of children aren’t as fortunate 
as P. B. Rawley Jr.'s. A lot of children 
just didn’t happen to be born in a land 
of plenty, where their father can feed 
them well and write to the Post- 
Dispatch about Europe and Asia, “Let 
Them Starve.” I never saw a man die 
that I didn’t realize that man might 
have been me, that tomorrow it may be 
me. 

There are children in this world who 
need food, They might have been yours. 
Tomorrow, they geod be yours,

Too Little for the Dying 


No American would sit down and gorge him- 
self with a lavish meal in the presence of people 
who were starving to death. But all Americans 
are in effect doing so. 

We are the best-fed nation in the world, and 
much of the rest of the world is starving. To 
be sure, we have given through the United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation Administration, 
but still we have more than enough to eat and 
others have less than enough to stay alive. 

Thirty million Chinese must look to their 
friends in other lands, largely to us, for help, 
or they will starve. India, prostrated succes- 
sively by cyclone, tidal wave and drouth, is 
entering the grip of a worse famine than that 
of 1943, when 1,500,000 persons died of hunger 
in Madras Province alone. Famine confronts 
Indo-China, the Philippines, French North Africa, 
and 100,000,000 Europeans—in Austria, Hun- 
gary, Bulgaria, Finland, Poland, Italy, Slovakia. 
France faces the necessity of importing 200,000 
tons of wheat a month in order to feed her 
people. 

If we do not meet the. challenge, we will have 
failed in a moral duty, and we will have earned 
the enmity of a very large part of the popula- 
tion of the world. As R. L. Kirkpatrick writes 
today in Letters From the People, “A rich man 
can let the poor starve, but he can’t expect them 
to love him for it. And he can’t complain if 
they try to bring about his downfall.” 

The spectacle of Americans living off the fat 
of the land is enough to try the friendship even 
of such firm friends as the English, who have 
just gone through their hungriest winter of the 
war. The test is still more severe for peoples 
who are hungrier. 

To do something is not enough. We must do 
as much as we can. And to do what we should, 
Director Lehman of UNRRA counseled at the 
conference of his organization at Atlantic City 
earlier this week, requires the reinstitution of 
food rationing. Mr. Lehman’s recommendation 
is powerfully reinforced today by the declara- 
tion of 21 organizations in favor of restored ra- 
tioning of cereals, fats and oils. 

The voluntary rationing plan suggested by 
Herbert Hoover, President Truman’s honorary 
chairman of the Famine Emergency Committee, 
will be a help, Mr. Lehman said, but it will not 
be enough. He explained that food for relief 
must be set aside before it reaches civilian 
channels—afterward, it is too late. 

Rationing was a nuisance and a bore, and 
everyone was sick of it by the time most of it 
was brought to an end. But starvation is suf- 
fering and death. We cannot in conscience per- 
mit starvation anywhere so long as we have 
plenty. 

The way for us to do as a nation what every 
one of us would do as individuals is to ration 
foods, reserving relief supplies before civilian 
supplies are distributed, and send them to bring 
new life to the dying—not merely driblets from 
our bulging surplus, but all we can practicably 
do without. 
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The County’s Turn Now 

The city administration has stopped quibbling 
over funds for the Veterans’ Service Center, and 
an. appropriation of $26,579 for six months is 
virtually assured. Three city officials in par- 
ticular helped to end the financial runaround. 

Mayor Kaufmann sought quick action from the 
Board of Estimate. President Schweitzer of the 
Board of Aldermen joined him, urging an end to 
“all this uncertainty.” And City Counsellor 
Stemmler ruled that the city would require only 
a check on how its money was used, thus burying 
the earlier contention that the city might have to 
operate the center. 

¥et some financial uncertainty still hangs over 
the Service Center. This involves the irresolution 
of the County Court, which is considering what 
St. Louis County’s contribution should be. There 
is no reason for this hesitancy. The center serves 
about one county veteran for every three city ex- 
service men, and the county’s financial re- 
sponsibility is estimated roughly at $8859. 

Can the County Court think that is too much 
to spend in behalf of the county’s fighting men? 
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Log-Rolling for the Quinn Bill 


The most heavy-handed kind of politics has 
been played at Jefferson City in the desperate 
effort to force adoption of the Quinn bill, which 
would end unified development of the Missouri 
highway system and divide it into 10 sectional 
compartments. An especially vicious aspect has 
been the effort to make the issue one of city- 
country antagonism, but now an even lower 
level of pressure politics on the measure has 
come to light. 

Senator Webbe of St. Louis has disclosed that 
an effort is under way to trade votes for the 
Quinn bill in the House, to override the Gov- 
ernor’s veto, for support of a Kansas City police 
pension bill, pending in the Senate, where the 
veto has already been overridden. This is as- 
suredly a low type of law-making. The police 
pension bill, like the Quinn bill, ought to stand 
or fall on its merits alone. To tie one to the 
other through the vote-swapping process is an 
injustice to the persons especially concerned 
with the measures, and to the State as a whole. 

Now that the log-rolling scheme has been 
brought out into the open, thanks to Mr. Webbe, 
it should be abandoned forthwith. 
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Home-Made County Government 


Henrico’s efficient and economical fiscal 
management, her constantly growing sur- 
plus, her diminishing bonded debt and her 
declining tax rate have not been purchased 
at the price of direct positive services to 
the people of the county. On the contrary, 
these services have been expanded and im- 
proved all along the line. Something has 
happened greatly to increase the value of 
the tax dollar in Henrico. 


That “something” in the urbanized county 
which surrounds Richmond, thinks Prof. George 
W. Spicer of the University of Virginia, is county 
home rule. And thus, by an enlightened pro- 
vision in the new Missouri Constitution, may 
St. Louis County hope for a comparable benefit. 

It is well, therefore, that the St. Louis County 
Court and a unanimous audience of 125 persons 
voted to explore the prospect. If the very en- 
lightening bulletins of the Governmental Re- 
search Institute are any criterion, the court’s 
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committee will find decidedly in the affirmative. 
That goes for the municipalities (Clayton’s Mayor 
Kerth offered the motion to investigate) and the 
unincorporated territory alike. 

To put the issue very simply, large urpanized 
counties can cdntinue old-style detailed legisla- 
tion from the state capital only at excessive in- 
convenience and expense. If experience in other 
states means anything, the county charter is the 
answer. 
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Rats: A Political Issue 

The issues of the rat control dispute became 
perfectly clear in last night’s heated five-hour 
public hearing. 

On one side, the Health Division and public 
health officials argue that rat control should be 
the work of health departments because it al- 
ways has been. 

On the other side, Federal rodent control ex- 
perts and private exterminators maintain that 
there should be an independent rat control 
agency, as provided in the Riehl bills, because 
the Health Division has not shown itself capable 
of ending our heavy rat infestation. 

It is natural for public health officials to want 
to retain rodent control work within their polit- 
ical sphere, but they are inconsistent. They 
stress that rubbish and ash collection is primary 
in a war on rats. According to that argument, 
rat control might just as well be handed over 
to the Department of Streets and Sewers, which 
is something nobody has recommended. 

The health officials also stress that rats are 
a menace to public health, That is quite true, 
and makes it logical to ask just how the Health 
Division expects to control the threat of rats to 
public health when it has not been able to con- 
trol the rats. 

Unfortunately, so many personal issues and 
political disputes have entered this debate that 
it will not be decided on the basis of logic. Un- 
fortunately, the city administration has not 
sought the advice of Federal rodent control au- 
thorities or of expert private operators, and 
has ignored the suggestion of the Mayor’s own 
citizens’ committee. 

With the Mayor supporting his Health Com- 
missioner, and the Aldermen attempting to make 
rat control the work of a separate agency pat- 
terned after the successful smoke control cam- 
paign, the issue is likely to be decided on the 
basis of political power. 

Yet one good result has developed from the 
rat control debate. For years, the Health 
Commissioner maintained that “there is no rat 
problem in St. Louis.” For more than two years, 
the Mayor regarded the rat menace in silence. 
Now, at least, they have been forced to recog- 
nize that St. Louis must Typke war on rats. 
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Colby on Cockles 


Frank Colby, who wants us to take his word 
for it, has pulled the thickest wool of lexicog- 
raphy over what Cervantes meant when he 
wrote, “Rejoices the cockles of my heart.” 
Cockles, says Colby, might mean a weed, or a 
shellfish, or a stove. He isn’t sure which, but 
he favors thé stove. By contrast, Webster takes 
a clear view of the whole situation. Conceding 
that “cockles” has an obscure origin, Webster 
still provides a reasonable definition. It sim- 
ply says that cockles means cockles of the heart, 
and we'll take Webster’s word for it. 
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Arguments for Draft Extension 

“Weakness invites aggression” was the thought- 
provoking keynote of Secretary Byrnes’s latest 
address on America’s foreign policy. There is 
no disputing the fact that this country’s weight 
in world affairs has gone down sharply since V-J 
day, and one reason for that decline is the rapid 
demobilization of our Army, which Gen. Eisen- 
hower recently called a process of “disintegra- 
tion.” 

To halt this perilous course, the Army Chief 
of Staff has made another appeal to Congress 
for extension of the draft. He emphasized two 
points: the necessity for enabling the United 
States to meet its world obligations, and the 
possibility of discharging all fathers within a few 
months if the draft is continued. The latter 
prospect, surely a simple act of justice, may 
make draft extension more palatable to political- 
ly sensitive Congressmen who are hesitating to 
support it for fear of losing votes. 

The arguments Gen. Eisenhower applied to 
draft extension apply with equal force to the 
adoption of universal military training, as the 
Mirror of Public Opinion article today makes 
clear. The two are essential parts of a policy 
for making sure that this country does not sink 
into the weakness that will reduce its voice in 
international affairs and will invite the aggres- 
sion which-Americans had hoped to banish from 
the world. 
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Through Sleepers 

Sleeping car service through Chicago has 
started on a modest scale. The eventual effect 
may be modest. Nevertheless, it caters to pas- 
sengers’ convenience, the real hope, along with 
passengers’ economy, for the maintenance of 
high-volume rail travel. So it is in the right 
direction, and enough similarly directed moves 
may yet be of great benefit to railroads and the 
public. 

It is also good that Robert R. Young, C. & O. 
chairman and prime mover for through service, 
today announces similar arrangements from 
Washington to Texas via St. Louis. St. Louis is 
the gateway to the Southwest and the logical 
one between parts of the East and Southern 
California. To maintain their share of the traf- 
fic, it is important that lines into St. Louis keep 
up with those interchanging at Chicago. 

Meanwhile, when are our Eastern friends go- 
ing to discover that St, Louis, unlike Chicago, 
never makes the passenger change stations? An 
irate expatriate St. Louisan’s telegram (see the 
letter column) shows that at least one New York 
reporter doesn’t know his way around the coun- 
try very well.

Will the present posture of world affairs 
lead to the resuscitation of Bresident Tru- 
man's universal military training bill, 
which has been languishing in the hands 
of the House Military Affairs Committee 
since last fall? It ought to. 


That committee adjourned a couple of 
weeks ago, apparently bemused by Repre- 
sentative Joe Martin's proposal that this 
country embark on a super-idealistic effort 
to persuade the world to abolish conscrip- 
tion, but seemingly in no mood to report 
favorably upon the Truman proposal for 
universal training. Perhaps the tensions 
and frictions which have arisen since then 
will serve to inject a greater measure of 
realism into the committee’s deliberations. 


If there was ever a realist, Generalissimo 
Stalin is that man. He believes in hard- 
boiled, cold-turkey, across-the-table bar- 
gaining. And “Comrade Joe” pays a lot 
more attention to the number of men the 
bargainer has under arms, and to the 
weight of their fire power, than he does 
to the pretty sentiments which the said 
bargainer expresses, — 


Realistic View of Present 


This is not the way we should like 
matters to stand in the sphere of inter- 
national affairs, but it is the way they do 
stand at this moment in history. 


Arguments that we ought not to “en- 
gage in an armaments race” seem beside 
the point when the Soviet Union is gener- 
ally accepted as being far more amenable 
to pressures from aggregations of power 
than from any other source. As long as 
that condition obtains, we must not let our 
Army, Navy and Air Force shrink to vir- 
tually nothing. 

All this is simply an added argument for 
universal military training. We have 
favored this type of training, as a neces- 


sary evil, since before Japan surrendered, 
With concern growing over the present 
state of the world, and international co- 
operation meeting difficulties, universal 
military training becomes increasingly 
necessary. 


Why doesn’t President Truman seize 
upon the favorable psychological situation 
which exists to press aggressively for 
favorable action from .the House Military 
Affairs Committee? The American people 
have been shown in all Gallup polls to be 
overwhelmingly in favor of universal mil- 
itary training, and they doubtless are more 
so than ever today. 


No Time for Weakness Now 


Various well-organized groups have 
showered Congress with protests against 
such a system, while the great mass of 
unorganized citizens have been relatively 
silent. This must not be. The people 
should make their wishes known. 


This is no time for the United States to 
give the impression of weakness. Yet the 
adoption of universal training could not be 
considered an aggressive gesture, since 
nearly everybody else has it already. It 
would merely mean that we do not intend 
to be found lacking in military power at 
this critical juncture in world affairs, when 
power speaks more loudly than anything 
else, 


Later. when the international skies are 
more propitious, and the United Nations 
Organization is sufficiently strong, we can 
place our chief reliance upon it, rather 
than upon ourselves, But that time is not 
yet. 


Recent events seem to make this the 
ideal time for President Truman to revive 
his plan for universal military training. 
He should do so.

Jet-propelled planes, predicted Mr. Chand- 
ler, will deliver New York and Chicago 
papers in California on the day they are 
printed—thus creating direct competition 
among al] big-city dailies. Reporters will 
literally “cover the world” at incredible 
speeds. Spot news and pictures will be 
flashed into homes by television, 

Reading that excited us, too—but also it 
made us all the more content to be away 
from the turbulent torrent of metropolitan 
newspapering, in the prosaic job of editing 
a hometown newspaper. 

For one thing, we don’t worry about 
meeting competition for circulation from 
the New York Times or St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch (good papers they are, too!). We 
deal, we believe, in a basic news product 
that not even the erudite and august Times 
can duplicate—news for the people of this 
community about their neighbors and local 
affairs.

dred years ago. Yet we're sure the day 
will never come when news that one of 
our Chinese neighbors has become Mayor 
of Shanghai will mean as much in this com- 
munity as news that one of our townsmen 
has become a grandfather. 

Maybe this hectic, streamlined world 
moves a bit too fast for us. Anyway, as to 
that explosive, glittering, kaleidoscopic 
metropolitan newspaper world of tomorrow 
that Mr. Chandler pictures—he can have it!

“Papa Went to Congress,” by Kenneth Horan. (Des-

For those who delight in reading about 
foibles of Americans two or three genera- 
tions removed from this more brilliant era, 
the present volume will offer satisfaction. 
“Papa” is a Republican Congressman from 
Michigan who goes to Washington, having 
been elected on the single plank of rural 
free delivery in the Cleveland era. 

He is accompanied by his beautiful wife 
(who had the smallest waist in Michigan), 
their two daughters, their Mademoiselle and 
a trusty from the penitentiary named No- 
ble. Their adventures in the capital, in 
society, at bazaars and receptions are re- 
counted in a little more than 200 pages.

Whether it is an accurate picture of the 
times or even of the family is rather doubt- 
ful. The story is told by one of the daugh- 
ters who was born only after these events.

That amazing one-volume encyclopedia, 
the World Almanac, is at the book stores 
for its sixty-first season, ready to supply 
widely assorted information, bolster uncer- 
tain memories and settle bets. The usual 
tables, calendars and lists are brought up 
to date, and there are large sections on 
the eventful year of 1945, including two fine- 
print pages on the atomic bomb. 

The first entry in the book states that 
Albania had its first free election in 21 
years last Dec. 2, and the last one states 
the seating capacity of Yankee Stadium, 
90,000. These give a fair idea of the wide 
range of facts covered by the handy work 
that long ago became a national institution.

HERE is only one way to eliminate international war. All syb- 


overwhelming that no state dares 
in one authority. That is the only 


way war has ever been suppressed in domestic societies. 


This can be achieved: One, by 
the expansion of one state to em- 
brace so much of the world that 
it can dictate to the rest; two, by 
the mutual creation of a world 
law with its enforcement in the 
hands of an international author- 
ity. 

World domination could be ac- 
complished only by a state situ- 
ated in such a central land posi- 
tion in the Eastern Hemisphere 
that it could expand by absorbing 
contiguous territories in Europe, 
the Near East and Asia. This was 
the theory of the British geog- 
rapher, Sir Halford MacKinder, 
copied by the German geopolitician, 
who recently committed suicide, 
Herr Haushofer. 


Key to World Rule. 


The Eastern Hemisphere con-| 


tains most of the inhabitants, land 
and resources of the earth. The 
rest of the world is largely com- 
posed of water and islands of 
greater or lesser size. Therefore, 
said MecKinder, who rules “Eura- 
sia” rules the world. 

The obituary notices of Haus- 
hofer failed to point out a most 
important thing. His theories be- 
came as familiar to the general 
staff of the Red Army.as to the 
Reichswehr during the years of 
their collaboration. Haushofer did 
not believe Germany could accom- 
plish world domination without 
the collaboration of the Soviet 
Union. He was a firm supporter 
of the Russo-German pact. He 
believed the British Empire could 
be destroy, and the United 
States isolated, but that if Ger- 
many lost a war against Russia, 
she would be finished, and Russia 
alone would be in a position to 
dominate the Eastern Hemisphere. 

MacKinder’s geopolitical view, 
from which Haushofer’s derived, 
held that neither Britain nor an 
Anglo - American combination 
could rule the world, for they 
could not establish the necessary 
contiguous empire of inexhausti- 
ble manpower and resources, un- 
conquerable in its center and able 
to launch offensives from its peri- 
pheries. , 


MacKinder’s Warning. 


Even in 1917 MacKinder warned 
that military aviation would even- 
tually work to the advantage of 
an organized Eurasian land mass 
where industries could be scat- 
tered and where the dominant 
power could surround itself with 
satellites easily kept in hand. His 
geopolitical treatise, “Democratic 
Ideals and Realities,” was thus is- 
sued, not as a plan of conquest 
for his countrymen, but as a 
warning of what to prevent for 
their own security—the possibility 
of Germany expanding eastward, 
or of Russia expanding westward 
to absorb Eastern Europe and 
part of Germany. He favored a 
strong federation of non-Russian 
and non-German states from the 
Baltic to the Adriatic, not as out- 


posts for offensive action but as 
defense against either Russian or 
German future expansion in this 
critical area, 

MacKinder was ignored by those 
he hoped to warn after the last 
war and after this one. Our rep- 
resentatives in Teheran and Yalta 
hoped to accomplish by friendly 
verbal agreements what they were 
in no position to enforcé. 

Russia has hundreds of divisions 
on the borders of every critica] 
junction in Europe, the Near East 
and Asia, and is continuing to 
strengthen her armies, while we 
have largely withdrawn and de- 
mobilized. . 


‘Russia’s Opportunity. 


The Soviet Union thus has a 
conceivable opportunity to subju- 
gate the world under a single 
leadership. Her multi-national 
system is infinitely expandable, 
and Molotov has recently said it 
is the only federal system that will 
work. The Communist Interna- 
tional has never, as far as I know, 
clearly repudiated the long-range 
aim stated at its second congress: 
“The international proletariat will 
not lay down its sword until So- 
viet Russia has become a link in 
the federation of Soviet republics 
of the world.” 

A detailed review of - Soviet 
treaties appears in the current 
number of the “Political Science 
Quarterly.” It shows that Soviet 
leaders regard treaties as “realis- 
tic” expediencies, having no sanc- 
tity, and putting no restraints 
upon expansion, should a favora- 
ble opportunity arise. 

Thus, if the Soviet Union should 
be out to consolidate Eurasia, we 
have tertainly helped open the 
way. With the defeat of Germany 
and Japan, only the Soviet Union 
could conceivably dominate the 
world and all the shrieks about an 
Anglo-American capitalist “plot” 
for “world domination” are bun- 
combe. Given the very worst of 
intentions, it would be impossible. 
We might defeat the Soviet Union 
in war, but we should still not be 
able to dominate the world or even 
the Soviet Union. 


Choices Before the World. 


We should then have to do what 
is urgently necessary right noW: 
mass our will, energy and power 
behind strengthened UNO to be- 
come a genuine law-making and 
\law-enforcing instrument, which 
no power, including ourselves, 
could defy. 

Thé issue is not Iran, except as 
it involves the definition of ag- 
gression. There is no clearer defi- 
nition than was made by Litvinov 
when Russia feared what others 
now fear from Russia. The defini- 
tion needs translation into en- 
forceable law. 

The world will either be one 
world under law, one world under 
despotic domination, or no world— 
a jungle of anarchy which will 


eventually blow itself up forever.

World Security Requires Self-Discipline

HB other evening John Foster Dulles came down from New 
York to report on the United Nations Organization to a group 
of some 30 Republican Senators. Dulles was an alternate dele- | 


gate at the UNO meeting in London, 


To say that his meeting with 
the Senators struck a note of 
harmony for earnest participation 
in UNO would be a slight exag- 
geration. In fact, something very 
like the old isolationism reared 
its blowzy and battered head dur- 
ing the course of the three-hour 
session. 


At times, there were heated ex- 
changes. But Dulles throughout 
stood his ground in a way that 
some Senators described after- 
wards as magnificent. 


Speaking more in sadness than 
in anger, he said it seemed to him 
that, from both the Government 
and the people, UNO was getting 
little more than easy lip service. 
We were taking the new world or- 
ganization for granted — taking 
the shadow for the substance — 
while we went on along the old 
complacent paths. 


Dulles spoke out of his long ex- 
perience with the Federal Council 
of Churches. He was chairman 
of a committee named by the 
Council to work for a “just and 
durable peace.” 


Austin’s Fine Work. 


Some of the men in Dulles’s 
audience were in ardent agree- 
ment with what he said about the 
need to give tangible support to 
our good intentions. One was 
Senator Warren Austin of Ver- 
mont. Working quietly behind 
the scenes, Austin has done as 
much as anyone else in his party 
to bring the GOP around to a 
rational stand on foreign polciy. 

But there were others who took 
quite another line. Bumblers such 
as Senator Alexander Wiley of 
Wisconsin repeated the old shib- 
boleths that were so utterly di- 
vorced from reality in the period 
leading up to Pearl Harbor. They 
sound even more unreal today as 
this county dismantles its military 
strength at a speed without pre- 
cedent. 

Considerable sentiment was ex- 
pressed against the British loan. 
Senators repeated the old phrases 
about the failure of England to 
repay the loans made during 
World War I, and there were 
angry words about imperialism 
and air bases and air rights. 

Altogether, some who had hoped 
to see a transformation of the Re- 
publican party left the meeting in 
a gloomy mood. 

What makes this so striking is 
that it comes so soon after the 
vote on the United Nations Char- 
ter and the conversion that seemed

Co-operation for world security 
takes some self-discipline. It 
takes sacrifices.

Three or four important tests 
of this country’s willingness to 
co-operate in the world will soon 
be before Congress. They are 
tough tests that many Congress- 
men would like to duck. 

One is the extefision of the 
draft.

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SGIENGE AWARD MADE 
10 DR. AND MRS. CORI 


Washington U. Faculty Mem- 
bers Praised for Research 
in Biochemistry. ~

The second. annual Midwest 
Award by the St. Louis section 
of the American Chemical Society 


was presented last night to Dr. 
Carl Ferdinand Cori, head of the 
department of pharmacology at 
Washington University, and his 
wife, Dr. Gerty Theresa Cori, as- 
sociate professor of biochemical 
research at the university. The 
presentation was at a banquet 
held at Hotel Coronado. — 


In presenting the gold medallion 
to the Coris, who have been en- 
gaged in research at the university 
since 1931, Carl E. Pfeifer, chair- 
man of the St. Louis section, paid 
tribute to the “two biochemists, 
who, as a team, have long been 
recognized by those expert in the 
field of biochemistry as outstand- 
ing contributors to vhe advance- 
ment Of that science, which has 
alleviated so much of the pain 
and suffering of the human race.” 


One of the chief discoveries of 
the Coris was that of the enzyme 
phosphorylase, the starch asplit- 
ting compound which transforms 
glycogen to sugar in the liver as 
it is needed by the muscles and 
tissues of the body. The discovery 
shed light on body processes which 
will be part of the “foundation of 
future treatment of diseases 
resulting from abnormalities in 
the metabolism of carbohydrates,” 
members of the society said, 


3 Nobel Winners Attend. 

Among the more than 400 per- 
sons attending the presentation 
banquet were several recipients of 
previous awards for scientific re- 
search. Three former Nobel prize 
winners attended. They were Dr. 
Arthur H. Compton, chancellor of 
Washington University; Dr. Ed- 
ward A. Doisy, professor at St. 
Louis University School of Medi- 
cine, and Dr. Joseph Erlanger, 
prof.csor emeritus at Washing- 
ton University School of Medi- 
cine. 


Dr. Compton, in the principal 
address of the evening, praised 
the work of the Coris and of other 
research scientists in the city, 
through whose efforts, he said, St. 
Louis is becoming a “technical 
and cultural center.” 

Pointing out that the city has 
attained an important place in the 
nation as a center of agriculture, 
transportation, industry and 
skilled labor, he said that an 


portance was the fact that it is 
becoming “a leading center for 
science; a center of scientific re- 
search; a center of technological 
‘know-how’ for industry.” 

“Genius and ‘Hard Work.” 

Dr. Doisy, speaking of the back- 
ground of the Coris, related how 
they attended the same university 
in Prague, where they obtained 
their degrees in medicine in 1920, 
came to this country in 1922 and 
have devoted their lives to re- 
search. He attributed their suc- 
cess to “genius, coupled with long 
years of hard work.”

OF HEART ATTACK 


Wartime Chief of Ship Con- 
struction for U. S. Merchant 
Marine. 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif., March 
22 (AP)—V. Adm. Howard lL 


Vickery, World War II deputy 
chairman of the United States 
Maritime Commission, died of a 
heart attack last night at his hotel 
in this desert resort where he had 
come in an effort to regain his 
health. He was 54 years old. 
Assigned to the commission in 
1937, Adm. Vickery had charge of 
ship design and gonstruction for 
the Merchant 7 ene until ill 
health forced his retirement last 
December. 

Vickery’s wartime jobs included 
deputy administrator of the War 
Shipping Administration and 
membership on the War Produc 
tion Board and War Manpower 
Commission. 

In announcing acceptance of the 
resignation of Vickery, who be 
came ill in the fall of 1944, Presi- 
dent Truman told him: 

“Our superb merchant fleet to- 
day bears eloquent witness to the 
thoroughgoing and efficient job 
which you have done.” 

Born in Bellevue, O., Vickery 
was commissioned an ensign upon 
his graduation from the United 
States Naval Academy at Annap- 
olig in 1915 and later received & 
Master of Science degree at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. He was on loan to the 
Government of Haiti as treaty en- 
gineer between 1925 and 1928. 
Afterward he served as technical 
adviser on shipping to the gover- 
nor-general of the Philippine 
islands, 

Mrs. Vickery was with him 
when he was stricken. A son, Lt. 
Cmdr. Hugh Vickery, stationed at 
Long Beach, Calif., said burial 
would be in Washington, D.C., the 
family home. 


‘BEULAH’ OF THE RADIO DIES 


HOLLYWOOD, Calif., March 22 
(AP)—Marlin Hurt, who played 
the character Beulah on the radio, 
fell dead at his home yesterday 
afternoon.

Tomorrow

UTLETS are always intriguing 
(CC recause one can’t tell just what 

they are made of until they are 
broken open. A cutlet mixture 
should when cold always be stiff 
enough to be easily molded into 
shape. When a corn and ham mix- 
ture is being divided into half cup 
portions to obtain servings of 
equal size, there are several shapes 
that may come to the cook’s mind, 
They can be formed easily into 
the shape of a mammoth grain of 
corn or into a pork chop, or even 
a miniature ham shape. They need 
to be browned just shortly before 
serving time, so after shaping they 
may be covered and returned to 
the refrigerator. 

Brown them slowly so as to ob- 
tain the desired color before turn- 
ing over. Serve immediately, and 
this means having the celery sauce 
made and piping hot ready to go 
to the table the instant the cutlets 
come off the griddle. By using the 
green Paschal celery, beautiful 
color is added to the sauce. To 
obtain a delicious variation to this 
sauce, add two diced hard cooked 
eggs and fold in very gently so as 
not to crush the dice too much. 
And instead of the celery, one- 
third cup of chopped green pepper 
may be substituted. Any leftover 
lean meat or fowl may be used in 
place of the ham to make similar 
cutlets. 


Ham and Corn Patties. 


Two cups diced boiled or baked 
ham (about 12 oz.), No, 2 tin whole 
kernel corn, well drained (save 
liquid), two eggs, slightly beaten; 
half cup dry bread crumbs, half 
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
chopped parsley. 

Celery Sauce. 

Two tablespoons chopped onion, 
half cup shortening, half cup flour, 
two cups milk, half teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth cup milk, liquid from 
corn, one cup celery. 


Combine first six ingredients, 
cover and set aside, Cook onion 
in shortening over low heat until 
soft. Add flour, then add the two 
cups milk gradually, stirring con- 
stantly to keep smooth. Cook un- 
til thick and bubbly. Remove 1 
cup of the sauce and mix thor- 
oughly with the ham mixture. To 
remaining sauce add the half tea- 
spoon salt, the one-fourth cup milk, 
liquid from corn and celery. Cook 
two to three minutes stirring fre- 
quently, to keep mixture from 
scorching. Cover and set aside in 
a warm place. Shape ham mix- 
ture into cutlets (using about half 
cup per cutlet) and brown on both 
sides in a small amount of fat. 
Mixture may be dropped onto hot 
griddle, flattened and shaped with: 
spatula. Serve with celery sauce. 
Five servings.

EN ROUTE TOLOS ANGELES,

N one of my lectures recently, I 
[happenea to mention the fact 

that production was extremely 
important to the world at the 
present time. During the question 
period, I was asked whether pro- 
duction in itself was sufficient 
or whether any other considera- 
tions were necessary to make pro- 
duction effective. This led me 
down some fascinating paths. 

What do we mean when we talk 
about production? We do not 
mean, of course, merely creating 
things that have no value. We 
must produce things that people 
really need. Or, when you go be- 
yond actual needs, production 
must be justified through its con- 
tribution to better living and the 
enjoyment of the finer things of 
life. 

For production to have real 
value, it must also come up to 
certain standards. Just to multi- 
ply the things in the world, unless 
they meet the needs for which 
they are produced, would be a 
rather stupid procedure. People 
everywhere soon discover whether 
they are receiving vatue for their 
investment. Though, for. the mo- 
ment, we are probably the only 
source from which people can ob- 
tain certain essentials with which 
to rebuild their economic life, it 
would be foolish to believe that 
we can let down on the quality 
of our production. Sooner or later, 
someone would step in and do 
better. 

We in this country, however, 
have always believed that, in or- 
dinary times, volume production 
was what we were after, since 
that would bring down the cost 
and therefore make it possible for 
more people to enjoy more things. 
This belief of ours is one reason 
why we want to avoid a depres- 
sion if possible. During a depres- 
sion, less money is in circulation. 
The prices of things drop because 
fewer people spend money. Fewer 
things are produced, fewer men 
are employed, and the cycle of a 
contracting economy is upon us, 
which requires different and some- 
times drastic measures to change 
the trend. 

We hope that, having learned 
how this comes about, we will 
never allow it to happen in our 
country again. But when I see 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers demanding that we re- 
move price controls before we are 
in full production, I wonder 
whether our greed makes it im- 
possible for us to profit by the les- 
sons of the past. If we were to 
remove price controls now, when 
there are sq few goods on the 
market, we would force prices sky- 
high and compete against each 
other. The rest of the world would 
also compete because, without cer- 
tain essentials, they cannot start 
producing certain things for them- 
selves. Price controls can be re- 
moved when there are enough 
goods on the market for us all to 
obtain what we need, but to say 
that these controls should be re- 
moved now as an incentive to 
production is courting disaster. 

My questioner the other night 
suggested that production applied 
to many fields besides the manu- 
facture of goods and, of course, 
in that he is entirely correct. But 
I think that, if we remember that 
in every field quality is as impor- 
tant as quantity, it will help us 
not to go astray. Of course, in 
the field of the arts, mass pro- 
duction can never be considered. 
In any creative art, it is beauty 
of execution and individual ex- 
pression which is of value and 
each product bears the stamp of 
the artist—something that can 
never be mass produced. 

That does not mean, however, 
that each artist should not pro- 
duce for his own satisfaction and 
the joy of those who appreciate 
his work. This brings us, I think, 
to the ultimate reality that each 
one of us, in our own way, must 
be a productive member of so- 
ciety.

his meager wardrobe crammed 
into a cheap valise. 

Today, from his suite of offices 
on the twenty-second floor of 
America’s newest skyscraper in 
downtown Dallas, Corrigan. single- 
handedly directs a real estate em- 
pire of his own running some- 
where around $25,000,000. 

That figure is subject to steep 
upward -revision without notice, 
for the former North St. Louis 
boy is nowadays known to be in 
the thick of new multi-million- 
dollar negotiations, where a single 
deal may send the cash value of 
his holdings zooming dizzily. 

Corrigan is short and compact, 
with something of a jockey’s type 
of build. His double-breasted suits 
are rich-hued and snugly tailored, 
and even on rush afternoons, he 
maanges to look as though he’d 
just stepped out of a bandbox. 

He created a ripple in Dallas 
three years ago when he bought 
the Tower Petroleum Building, a 
22-story downtown Dallas office 
building. It was his speed that 
was startling. Somebody told him 
the Tower was for sale as he 
was going home from his office 
one evening, and first thing next 
morning he bought it. The price 
was about three-quarters of a mil- 
lion dollars. It would take a lot 
more to get it today. 

Corrigan abhors delay. “You 
get in or get out,” he says. “The 
way to make a deal is over the 
table, not a 10-hour conference 
with a 24-hour delay.” 

Within the last five years or 
so, Corrigan has bought, besides 
the Tower building, two other 
landmark Dallas office buildings 
and two good-sized Dallas hotels, 
the Stoneleigh and Maple Terrace. 
These properties make up a tidy 
package worth collectively about 
$7,000,000. : 

Shopping centers are Corrigan’s 
trademark around Dallas, paying 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
a year in rents and serving vir- 
tually every person who lives in 
the Dallas area. He owns a total 
of 26 of such centers placed stra- 
tegically around Dallas, another in 
nearby Fort Worth and one also 
in Houston. They comprise about 
400 individual] stores, with many 
big retail chains as tenants, 

His originality showed itself 
when he linked his commercial 
properties to residential projects. 
His idea was novel. He built 
groups of apartment buildings 
neighboring his stores. Skeptics 
said you couldn't get people to live 
at the “back alleys” of stores. 
They were wrong. Corrigan’s 
scheme was a success. The apart- 
ments added trade for the stores, 
and the tenants had their market- 
ing simplified. 

His apartment houses now num- 
ber several hundred in Dallas and 
Fort Worth and Houston and 
Shreveport, La., with a total of 
some 3000 apartments, all fur- 
nished. 

Corrigan is 50.years old and 
working towards the climax of 
his business career. His larger re- 
cent acquisitions and the widen- 
ing scope of his activities are 
based on a solid foundation of 
Past performance. 

He always has new work under 
construction, nd at present is 
building four new 100-room subur- 
ban apartment hotels and four new 
large shopping centers. He is his 
own contractor on these projects, 
and the troubleshooter. 

Added to everything else, he has 
offered to build immediately in 
the Dallas area upwards of 1000 
housing units under the projected 
Federal program. 

Corrigan’s position today as the

Sitting in on meetings of the 
architects and contractors and 
bank officials as a member of the 
building committee, Corrigan was 
loud in lobbying against sugges- 
tions of frills or furbelows that 
would embellish the structure at 
the sacrifice of practical function. 

They soon began calling him 
“functional Leo,” and put him on 
the payroll at a fat figure, re- 
garding it as money well spent. 
His present offices are in the 
Mercantile building, regarded as 
a model of simplicity among 
American skyscrapers, It is lofti- 
est on the Dallas skyline. 

Corrigan lives in an unpreten- 
tious 12-room English-style home 
he built for himself in suburban 
Highland Park. He moved into 
it with his family the day after 
the 1929 crash.

Five of Corrigan’s brothers and 
his sister are still living in St.
